The Moiiawk Disaster.

Nrw YoKK, July 20.— Among tho 
lost are Commodoro Giiniiui-, bia wife, 
MiBB Hunter, daughter of Desbrosscs 
Hunter, of Hunter's Point; Fro.st 
Thorn, brother of Mrs. Gamier, two 
cooks anil a senuiau. Among the sav- 
ed arc Miss Edith .May, L.B. Mortant, 
G. S. Crosby. Riverdalo, Now York; 
G-. Cr. Howlaiid, sailing master Eaw- 
lins, and the remainder of the crow. 
\ Commodore Gamier was the million- 
aire print manufacturer, corner Worth 
and Hudson streets, in this city. The 
yacht has boon towed to the beach, 
where the bodies of the Commodore 
and his wife can bu sueu in the cabin, 
locked in each other's aims. 

Commodore Garnier had invited a 
party of friends to sail with him this 
afternoon, and they were preparing to 
start when the schooner came up. The 
story of the disaster, as told by eye- 
witnesses, is as follows: 

Thos. B. Hunt, one of the seamen 
of the Countess of Dufiferin, near to 
which the Mohawk bad her anchorage, 
gives the following version of the af- 
fair: — About 4:20 I WAS standing on 
the dock of the Countess of Dufferiu. 
After tho hoisting of the yacht's sails, 
I noticed the Mohawk had all her sails 
except the foresail set. I remarked 
to one of my shipmates: The Mohawk 
has all sails sot and hero's a squall ; 
let's see how ?ho takes it. I had hard- 
ly finished speaking when the squall 
ttruck her and she capsized. Where- 
upon myself, Jas. Claucey, and Henry 
Featherstone lowered a boat, cutting 
one of the Btaunchions in our hurry. 
We at once proceeded to tho wreck, 
but found that wo could only save one 
man, whom wo put on board the yacht 
Dreadnaught, but in doing so the boat 
got 80 damaged that we were compell- 
ed to return at once to tho Countess 
of Dufferin. I saw several meu in the 
Mohawk, whoso companions wore in 
the water, crying out for an axe to cut 
away the rigging so tiiat tho yacht 
could right herself. The whole affair 
did not last over 10 minutes. On 
passing the ]Moliawk we distinctly ob- 
aervod people in tho cabin looking 
through the windows and crying for 
help which it was impossible to render 
them. ' 

Oapt. Johnson who owns a number 
of small boats was standing on the 
beach at the time, and noticed that 
the center board of tho ".Mohawk" 
was up and all set— remarked to the 
liystandurs if those on board did not 
look out there would bo an accident 
very soon. The squall almost imme- 
. diately struck the yacht which keeled 
over. 

^ The "Herald" furnishes tho follow- 
ing: Mr. John E. Jiaif^hl, au old sail- 
or, related the occurcnco as follows, 
and was at Capt. Stillweirs place, on 
flhoie, at Clinton Staten Island: This 
afternoon, about 4^ o'clock, I was in 
company with Capt. Silvey. The lat- 
ter gontlemeu, who lookoil up sudden- 
ly crioj out, "there j^oes tho yacht 
"Mohawk" ovLT." 1 jumped to my 
feet from the lounj^'o on which I had 
beau lying, and l(j(jking toward Stap- 
leton, I saw at a di.-itiince of half a 
mile or. more, tho yacht referred to, 
which had just righted again, having 
been clear over on her boaiu-onds. 
Hho roniaiiiod upright tiumo three or 
four minutes, and then, over by her 
broadside again. Tho craft has just 
got under way when llio scjuall lirst 
oapsizod her, and while sho remained 
righted, we waited to hco wiiat winild 
budoue by those on Ijoavd. Every 
stitch of canvass was sot, aiul yet, so 
far as I could see, not tho hlightest 
elibrts was made to save her, not a 
sheet was started , that we c;oul(\ see 
fioni tho shore, (.'apt. StiUwell vras 
very much excited, iiinl cried oul, 
•'llmt's the damiiede'sl pioce ol work I 
ever saw in my life. Why don't thoy 
let her come up to the wind?" There 
was plenty of time after she righted, 
to let go nil sheets forward. 11 ail that 
boeu done and tho mainsail slacked 
away, she would have come up in tho 
wiiul and no harm would have como. 
As tho yacht wont over, I looked at 
her through a glass, Her musts were 
lying flat in tho water and her head 
was towards the slioro. One sido 
■way lyiufT out of the water, exposing 
hor koe^'and on her bilge some fif- 
teen or twenty people wore gathered. 
Several ladies wore lying down cling- 
ing to the planking, and some gen- 
tlemen were Btandiug up out upon 
^he topsftUi; which ytm flat is th9 



water. A number of sailors were 
struggling, and several others be- 
strided the jib. A great many boats 
immediately started to tho rescue. 
The steam yacht "Ideal" was lying 
with steam up only about an eighth of 
a mile from tho "Mohawk" when tho 
latter capsized. She started at once 
to render iissistance to the unfortunate 
passengers. Instead of going directly 
aloufjfiido the capsized vessel, however, 
the "lileul" Btcamod clear around i.-vmy- 
thing even going ouiside of a craft 
some fifty fathoms beyond the latter. When 
she did reach the Mohawk, instead of 
making fast to tho bow. which was the 
highest out of tho water, made last to 
tho stern and aotmilly iMillud thoMohiuvk 
under water. There was only six or 
seven fathoms whore the accident oc- 
cured, and as the Mohawk has some 42 
feet of beam, a portion of her side was 
visible above the water, tho other side 
probably resting on the bottom, two 
small boats, which put off from shore, 
reached tho capsized vessel before the 
Ideal had finished her circuit of it. I 
atouoe started for the club house, and 
saw no more of what occured at the 
disaster. Mr. Haight was intensely 
emphatic in his condeiuuation «f the 
person in charge of tho yacht, as were 
also several other boating men who 
witnessed the disaster. As the storm 
approached it looked so threatening 
that the master of tho yacht Countess 
of Dufferin stripped his vessel of all 
sail, even taking down tho awnings. 
The 'Times' says Commodore Garnier 
himself could easily have escaped, as 
ho was standing on the deck at the 
time of the accident, but he rushed 
down the hatchway to save his wife 
and was drowned with her. Louis B. 
Montant, another passenger, succeed- 
ed in saving Miss May, a sister of 
Jamea Gordon Bennett's fiancee, and 
would have saved Miss Hunter, but 
the rush of water seized hor from 
his grasp. The Captain of tho Count- 
ess of DiitTeriii, who, in common with 
all the spectators, was surprised at tho 
Mohawk carrying sails so long, sent a 
boat to warn her commander, but it 
arrived too late. The disaster is gen- 
erally ascribed to the criminal negli- 
gence aud conduct of the sailing mas- 
ter, Rawlins, in carrying such a press 
of canvass in the face of a squall, aud 
then neglecting the ordinary precau- 
tions for righting her. Rawlins was 
among tho rescued; he disappeared 
immediately on reaching the shore 
aud is said to have Hod the couutrv. 
Groat indignation at his conduct ex- 
ists on Staten Island and among 
yachting circles, in both of which Mr. 
Garnier was very popular. The •de- 
ceased poBseased an estate valued at 
from one to two million dollars, con- 
sisting mainly of manufactories in the 
northern part of this State. His yacht 
tho -Mohawk, was the largest of her 
class, being over iiOO ton. 

A latter report says the sailing mas- 
ter had been aiTested, and is under 
guard to prevent violeueo at the hands 
of tho excitoil jicopli,'.

The Fatal Accident 
Baynes' Sound.

Yesterday we brieily alluded to an ac- 
cident, attended with fatal result, which 
happened at Bayncs' Sound on Saturday 
last. One man named JetVrtty was killed 
outright and another named Wal'ace.who 
arrived liere by steamer Cariboo-Fly last 
night, was severely injured. The Nanai- 
mo Free Press aaya: — "t)u Saturday after 
noon a couple of men were engaged in 
cutting down a large cedar tre(> a little 
way up tho mountain sido, while a num- 
ber of men wore at v,r>rk lielow. AVlien 
the tree was nearly cut thror.gh the meri 
shouted out for the pcoiile below to get 
out of the road, tietrrey said 'never mind 
I will go a littlo way up tho bank and lot 
you know it hen tho tree is going to fall.' 
He, however, failed to notice tlio tree 
falling until it struck him to the ground, 
breaking his back, arm and le^. The ile- 
ceased never spoke afterwards and expired 
in tho afternoon. An incjuest was to bi» 
hold by Mr. Drabble of Comox. Tho de- 
ceased was about -15 years of age, with 
dark whiskers, bald head and rather cor- 
pulent. His christian namo is not 
known, but iTelTroy is said to bo well 
known in Victoria. lie with others had 
the contract for driving tho tunnel. John 
Wiilliiee, Into of the bark Hrierly llill.wa.s 
brought down in the canoo for medical 
treatment, ho having had his leg badly 
out by tho falling troo." 

Sis Men Drowned. 

'J'he Xanniiiio Free Press gives tho fol- 
lowing account of tho reported drowning 
of six men near Departure Bay :— "Sovi^r- 
al Indians arrived at Newnastio on Satur- 
day hiHt, and reported that tho jirevious 
day they saw a dark bottom boat, cnnl lin 
ing six or sevcni men, oupsiy.o in the (lulf 
about six miles north of Departure llav; 
it precipitateil the men into tho water 
and all w(!ro drowned. Prom tho de- 
scription, tho boat bolongo to Mr. Sngn 
and was loaned to a party of six men from 
Wellington, to go to Homo's i^akc \ ia. 
the (jjnalicnm rivor. Tliey left lliis place 
a week age last b'riday and stated that 
they would lie absiuit either one week ov 
oil,! month. Tho namou of tho partic^s 
who loft in Sage's boat are John Jenkins, 
.losiab Rowe, Frank Hoar, Wm. Thomas, 
- I'rancis and one whoso name we oouhl 
not li'arii. It i.-^ set down as this boat and 
jiiirty from th(! fact that thoy wore return- 
ing to reach Nanaiiuo in the week, also 
liiat tho nuiiiber of men agree and tho 
color of tho boat."

News from the Worth, 

Tho .steamship California arrived at Es- 
auimalt at 10 o'clock ou Tuesday night 
from Sitka and Fort 'Wrangol wilha small 
(luantily of freight, consisting principally 
of furs and skins, Sl'J.liOO in gold dust 
and Home 00 [lassengors on lioald, includ- 
ing a number of minei-s from Cassiar aud 
the following: Major Towler, Mr. S. 
Vedder, tho Lord Bishop of Sitka, Mr. 
Mateslnwsky, Mr. Winslow Joues, Capt. 
Myors, Mrs. W. Mooro, Miss Moore, Miss 
O". Moore, Mast<u-.s H. and B. Mooro, 
Messrs. Kosenbrook, G. B, MqKnight, 
W. Hardy, J. S. Wright, J. C. Hicksim, 
Colgrove, and LiO in tho steerage. Tho 
Oahforiiia left Sitka at :i o'clock on tho 
morning of tln^ I'.Hh inst., arrived at 
Fort Wraugel on the UOtb, and at Nanimo 
on the 'I'M. She passed tho stoamor Ot- 
ter bound north on tho 22d ut a.m. near 
to Bella Bella. Experienced fine weather 
and favorable winds on tho trip down. 

The news frcnu Cassiar is not vory full, 
but there is every <'(jntidonco that tho dis- 
trict will jnovo as ri^muuorative as in pro- 
i;eding seasons. Most of the miners who 
have returned arc^ men of no large experi- 
ence and without the moans necessary for 
prospeiding. Provisions are scarcoiutho 
iiiinos, but shipments of goods are rapid- 
ly going in. Many of tho (daims being 
woilci'd are [layiiig well, but operations 
have b(<eu considorably rotnrdod by high 
water. Vory rich ground has been struck 
on Snow Creek, a tributary of ,Mcd)amo 
(!ri>ek, by a coiniiauy ciuuposed of MoFsrs. 
Hbick. Christie, and Sylvester. 

During the weidi ending July Htli, these 
four men took out upwards of .S'i.OIK). A 
bad feeling exists bctweoii the Xaas and 
Tal-tan Indiaus. Tho latter aro reported 
to bo an indolent tribe living along tho 
Cassiar trail. The former are willing to 
work and fre(iuently perform various 
small ollices for the miners which whito 
men wuuhl not do at tho aamo rate of 
wages. Tho Tal tans, however, demand 
coiniiensation for allowing the Xaas tribe 
to Work amongst thorn and have frequent- 
ly enforced tlu-ir demands by might. Ap- 
pended wo give late news from onr spe- 
cial eorrcsDondonts:

Mr. Mclleiiry has arrived Iku'c from a 
prospecting trip to the hcuil waters of the 
Stickoen. lie went wiih a sleigh on the 
ice and tells iiio that on a tributary of tho 
third North Fork of Stiekcen he got a fair 
prospect of coarse gold. High water 
drove him out aad his bacon getting 
scarce he returned for a fresh su|)ply of 
that article; he hag all the other iiccof-sa- 
rics of lif(> up there and will i'< turn in a 
few days, tie expects to get there in 
eight days' travel from tliis jjlace. Ho 
thinks Dease Lake is about 101) miles 
from whore he has boon prospecting. 
Should a prospect be found in that sec- 
tion of county, he reports a good trail for 
animals can be cleared very easily and at 
very littlo exjieiise. Theri' is only ouo 
river to iwoss. and at hjw water it is ford- 
able.
